I met Dale and his wife Karen in the early ‘80s when I visited the USA from Australia to speak in various Amer¬ 
ican churches on the topic of the relevance of the Book of Genesis. Dale was working in a Christian ministry 
called Films For Christ, which was known for distributing a movie entitled The World That Perished. This evan¬ 
gelistic film dealt with the account of Noah’s Flood. We used the movie in Australia to reach thousands of people 
with the truth of God’s Word and the gospel. 

In 1986, my wife and I came to America for six months to work with Films For Christ. During this time, Dale 
and I spent many months on the road traveling across the USA together. Dale had organized scores of speaking 
events for me as part of a multi-city “book and film” tour. I conducted about 100 engagements: speaking in 
churches, doing interviews at TV and radio stations, and other outreaches. During these six months, we distrib¬ 
uted thousands of books that we hauled to each event in a large trailer! After this successful 1986 speaking tour, 
my wife, our children, and I returned to Australia. But we all came back to the USA in 1987, where I would work 
for about seven years with the Institute for Creation Research. 

Instead of returning to Australia in late 1993, our family, along with two other families, moved to Northern 
Kentucky to begin the Answers in Genesis ministry and eventually build the Creation Museum. As the ministry 
began to grow, and in God’s providence, I met up with Dale again.

Introduction 

The 10 Minute Bible Journey is intended to be a fast-paced, apologetics-infused summary of the Bible. It reveals the 
amazing essentials of Christianity and tells why Jesus Christ is the only way to heaven. As I’ve told “seekers” and 
“believers” alike, getting to spend eternity with Jesus in the glories of heaven rather than separated from Him in the 
punishment of hell is not based on how good we are, what church we attend, or whether we’ve been baptized. Though 
important, those things do not determine our salvation. They are not the bottom line. 

Friend, what we do with Jesus Christ is the bottom line when it comes to where we will spend eternity when our mor¬ 
tal life is through. Jesus said so Himself in various ways, but probably most emphatically when He told His disciples, 

“I am the way the truth, and the life. No one comes to the Father [goes to Heaven] except through me” (John 14:6). 

Where are you with Jesus? God spoke through the Apostle Paul when he said that no one is good enough to deserve 
heaven (Romans 3:23). So, why should Jesus allow you or me to spend eternity with Him? Have you prayed and asked 
Him to forgive you for your sins? Have you received Jesus as your Savior? Do you truly believe the book of His life? 

He said that those who are His followers seek to know what He said. Then they do it (John 14:22-24). The amazing 
true story and words of Jesus are recorded in the Bible, which opens our eyes to know Him better. 

Like the Bible itself, The 10 Minute Bible Journey begins with “in the beginning” and points to the future return of 
Jesus. The Bible’s journey is from rebellion to restoration, Genesis to Revelation, creation to heaven. It warns about the 
wide path to destruction, and it highlights the narrow gate to salvation (Matthew 7:14)! 

In case the Bible is fairly new to you, here are some really important basic facts. 

• The Holy Bible is the error-free collection of 66 smaller books. There is no other book like it. 

• Over a period of at least 1,600 years, about 40 different authors from many walks of life wrote down the inspired 
text given by God’s Holy Spirit. 

• The first portion, the Old Testament, covers the first two-thirds of history. It runs from God’s creation of the 
universe and mankind, to the years just prior to the birth of the promised Messiah. 

• The final portion, the New Testament, covers the birth, ministry, death, and all-important Resurrection of Jesus, 
plus the rapid spread of Christianity in the first century A.D. It tells about the future Second Coming of Christ, 
how to be forgiven and spend eternity in heaven, and that those who are not forgiven will spend eternity in the 
very real place called hell. 

However, this book is about the Bible; it is not the Bible itself. It is a carefully researched summary of the most 
strategic and faith-confirming accounts from the Bible’s first book, Genesis, to its last book, Revelation. It includes 
faith-facts known as “apologetics” that confirm from science and other proof tests that the Bible is true. 

The chapters in The 10 Minute Bible Journey are in the order that the events actually occurred. In our present 
era — when in most churches only the last portion of God’s Word is taught — this “chronological” approach helps 
us to quickly understand the big picture of the Bible and the seamless storyline of Jesus. It helps us to easily place 
each event in relation to the others. It provides an overview, much like the picture on the box top of a jumbled jigsaw 
puzzle serves as a guide as to how the multitude of pieces actually fit together. 

The Bible, as originally written down, is historically accurate. Therefore, in The 10 Minute Bible Journey approximate 
dates are included at the beginning of each account. These dates are based first and foremost on the Bible itself, and 
most are documented in the respected work of scholar and theologian James Ussher. His meticulous chronology of 
history is derived primarily from the dates of births, deaths, kingly rule, and other points in time. Though ridiculed by 
skeptics, especially those committed to belief in the idea of evolution, Ussher’s chronology holds enormous value even 
today. 

Whether you know the Bible well, or you long to see how all its amazing key events fit together, you will appreciate 
our Creator’s plan for the restoration of creation and the salvation of mankind better than ever. 

It is my prayer that you will be drawn passionately into God’s Word, and an even deeper relationship with His son, 
Jesus.

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THEANNOUNCEMENT AND BIRTH OF JESUS 

(c. 5-4 B.C.) 

In a fleeting moment, in the angel’s presence, Mary had to decide whether she really trusted God. 

It had been four thousand years since Adam sinned in the Garden of Eden. Now, God’s plan for the redemption 
of mankind was focused on Nazareth, a village about 75 miles north of Jerusalem. 1 

There, an angel appeared to a Jewish maiden, a virgin engaged to a godly carpenter named Joseph. 2 The angel 
said, “Do not be afraid, Mary, for you have found favor with God.” He told her that she would bear a son, and to 
name him Jesus. 

When Mary became pregnant, Joseph did not believe her when she explained that an angel told her that, by 
God’s Holy Spirit, she would give birth to a son. Joseph was probably reeling from deep disappointment and 
other overwhelming feelings. Yes, he was betrothed to Mary, but her story was impossible, so he intended to 
quietly end their engagement. 

Then in a dream, an angel assured him that Mary’s news was true. From that moment, the burden of mistrust 
toward his beloved lifted, and Joseph took on the role of protector of both Mary and the Messiah in her womb. 
His obedience to God and his role as provider for Jesus was crucial. 

Although Joseph and Mary were descendants of King David, the couple was of humble means. What set them 
apart was their trust in God. 

In God’s sovereign plan, Joseph had to travel to Bethlehem to be counted in a Roman census. The Bible does not 
say that Mary rode a donkey. Nor does it say that they arrived on the day of Jesus’ birth. Nowhere does it say that 
a hotel manager turned them away or that there were any hotels at all. 

It does say that while they were at Bethlehem the time came for Jesus to be born, and there was no room in the 
“inn.” Now, many homes included space for animals on the ground level, and an upper room for guests, called 
a kataluma. This was the “inn.” Extra guests often slept in the downstairs stable. It is likely that others, perhaps 
elderly relatives, were given the upper room. After all, many other relatives were also arriving at Bethlehem and 
Mary’s farfetched pregnancy story was surely scoffed and disbelieved. 

Luke 2 reveals that on the night Jesus was born, Mary wrapped him and laid him in a manger — a feeding 
trough. 3 

That same night, 4 a group of shepherds was keeping watch over their sheep. First, they were visited by just one 
angel, who told of the birth of Jesus and that they would find Him wrapped in cloths, lying in a manger. Then 
a multitude of angels suddenly appeared, praising and giving glory to God! The shepherds were probably dirty, 
stinky, and disheveled, but they hurried to Bethlehem anyway. 

At the place where Jesus was born, they found a Jewish maiden who had recently experienced the joy and pain of 
childbirth. They also found tiny Jesus wrapped and lying in a manger, just as the angel told them. However, the 
Bible does not mention a special star that night above where Jesus lay. No camels, glowing halos, or wise men on 


1 Jerusalem to Nazareth via Samaria was about 75 miles. However, to avoid the peoples and mountainous roads of Samaria, the preferred route was to go east via Jericho, 
totaling about 100 miles each direction. 

2 The Greek word tecton (tekton) is traditionally translated “carpenter” when referring to Joseph. It can mean any craftsman (including stone workers) but especially in 
wood, a carpenter.

4 “The angelic announcement of Christs birth to the shepherds was at night, which means that Jesus was born at night. In Luke 2:11 the angel told the shepherds, ‘For there 
is born to you this day in the city of David a Savior, who is Christ the Lord.’

that first night. It does not even say that the angels sang. 5 

But surely the excited shepherds encouraged Mary when they told her of the great company of angels. Then they 
went throughout Bethlehem and the countryside telling of the throng of angels, and the Savior that had been 
born! 6 

The excitement of their joyous report must have been a huge blessing to Mary and Joseph, and an amazing 
confirmation to their relatives and others that the girl everyone assumed to be unchaste, truly was the chosen 
virgin-mother of the long-awaited Messiah!

Then, You sent an unexpected 
group of men; shepherds who joyously and probably boisterously told of being visited by a multitude of angels 
who confirmed that the child in the manger was the long-awaited Messiah. What a beautiful gift You gave the 
young couple, whose story regarding Mary’s supposed Virgin pregnancy’ was super naturally confirmed.”

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STAR-GAZING WISE MEN AND A POWER-CRAZED KING 

(c. 5-4 B.C.) 

The arrival on earth of the One who spoke the universe into being was suddenly emblazoned across the heavens. 

In a country east of Israel, scholars known as magi carefully studied the heavens. 1 To their surprise, one night 
they observed a new star mysteriously rising. Fascinated, the magi found that the star was prophesied hundreds 
of years earlier, to mark the arrival of a very special Jewish king. 2 

Meanwhile, in Bethlehem, perhaps 600 miles due west across the desert, the fire glow that illuminated the place 
of Jesus’ birth was erased by the morning sunrise. Although the angel’s announcement shared by the shepherds 
was exciting and surely led to visits by numerous townsfolk, basic daily responsibilities had to continue. The 
small family with the amazing story probably soon found a better place to stay and left the feeding-trough- 
manger behind. 

In obedience to the Scriptures, Joseph had Jesus circumcised when he was eight days old. During the weeks 
and months that followed, Joseph apparently found work at Bethlehem, where loved ones heard the eyewitness 
account of the shepherds and now wondered in amazement, Could Mary’s absurd testimony about her virgin-preg¬ 
nancy actually be true? 

Meanwhile the magi prepared for their historic trek — perhaps with a caravan that included servants, soldiers, 
riding animals, and pack animals loaded with gifts, shelters, food, and other provisions. The goal — to locate and 
worship the extraordinary king whose birth was heralded by a star! 

Forty days after Jesus’ birth, Joseph took Mary and Jesus to Jerusalem to fulfill the Law of Moses requiring a 
sacrifice for the new mother’s purification. 3 Only about six miles from Bethlehem, it was likely an easy walk on 
the much-traveled road to the capital city. During their time at Jerusalem’s stately temple, more about Jesus was 
shared, first by the jubilant Simeon, then by the elderly prophetess, Anna. 4 

Sometime after that day, possibly when Jesus was around one year old, 5 the magi arrived at Jerusalem. It was 
here, in the city of the Jewish Temple that they expected to find the future king of the Jews. The esteemed magi 
received an audience with King Herod the Great and told of the star and its meaning. Herod inquired of his chief 
priests and scribes, who confirmed that, yes, a king was to be born, but in Bethlehem of Judea, not Jerusalem. 6 

Herod directed the magi to the nearby town. He told them to report back to him as soon as they found the child, 
supposedly so he too could go and worship. The magi rejoiced greatly that the very special star — a supernatural 
phenomenon — guided them and came to rest over the home where Jesus was. 7 They fell down and worshiped 

1 It is likely the magi lived 800 miles or more away — by way of the Fertile Crescent trade route, in Persia (Babylon), the area we know today as Iraq and Iran (about 600 
miles straight across desert). Magi or wise men were common to the Babylonian and Persian Empires — Daniel was formerly counted among them. See also https://an- 
swersingenesis.org/holidays/christmas/we-three-kings/ and https://answersingenesis.org/holidays/christmas/a-matter-of-time/ . 

2 The magi may have consulted the records of Daniel, the Jew who had been chief magi under Babylon’s King Nebuchadnezzar nearly 600 years earlier. The magi informed 
Herod the Great of the meaning behind the star (Num. 24:17) when they stood before him in Jerusalem some months later. 

3 Mary’s purification offering was in Jerusalem (Luke 2:22-24) on day 41 (8 + 33 = 41) per Leviticus 12:2-6. Mary’s purification offering consisted of two turtledoves — a 
sign of their poverty. 

4 Luke 2:25-38 

5 It seems logical that the magi arrived at Bethlehem 9-18 months after Jesus’ birth. Here is why: assembling a caravan of dignitaries and other people, plus animals and 
supplies could have been accomplished in a few weeks. Then, since the magi were likely from the area of Babylon, and Ezra 7:9 states that it took Ezra four months to travel 
from Babylon to Jerusalem, a minimum of at least 5 months total seems necessary. The whole adventure would easily have taken longer if they first had to do significant 
research to determine the meaning of the star. Due to the expansive influence of Daniel 600 years earlier in the Persian Empire, some scholars believe that his writings ref¬ 
erenced the prophecy regarding the star and the Messiah. So, although it seems reasonable that the actual preparation and travel time could have been as little as 5 months, 
we must remember that Matthew 1 refers to Jesus as a “child,” not a baby, when the magi arrived at the “house” where he was living in Bethlehem. This infers a minimum 
age of at least 8 or 9 months, and due to Herod’s tyrannical desire to ensure the death of the announced king of the Jews, Jesus would not have been the full 2 years old (the 
age up to which Herod murdered). For these reasons, a range of around 9-18 months old seems likely.

1 “The star may have been a localized object specifically fashioned as a message to the magi. This supernatural object would not be bound by the motions of objects normally 
found in the sky, and thus its odd behavior, such as appearing over (the house) where Jesus was, is easy to explain. In short, the star of Bethlehem likely was a unique and 






the child, presenting Him with valuable gifts of gold, frankincense, and myrrh. 8 

Then, because they had been warned in a dream not to report to Herod, they returned to their country by an¬ 
other route. In a dream that night, the Lord told Joseph to get up, take Mary and Jesus, and immediately escape 
to Egypt because Herod was about to search for Jesus to kill Him. 9 

Joseph obeyed without delay, but Herod became furious that he had been outwitted by the magi. Likely to help 
ensure the future king’s death, ruthless Herod ordered the execution of every male child up to two years old in 
Bethlehem and the surrounding region. 10 

Joseph stayed with Mary and Jesus in Egypt until an angel appeared again in a dream and told him to return 
to Israel. 11 On his way to Bethlehem, Joseph was warned again, in another dream. So he turned and went to 
the region of Israel known as Galilee, and it was there in the village of Nazareth that Jesus was raised — as the 
Scriptures foretold.

I do not imagine a group of leaders who are ecstatic, 
rejoicing with exceeding great joy. But the Bible describes some sort of euphoric state that night as the supernat¬ 
ural star led them to the house where Jesus was. Your lovingkindness must have been an exceptional encourage¬ 
ment to Mary and Joseph as regal representatives from a faraway nation actually fell before Jesus and worshiped 
Him! Thank You for supplying for the needs that Joseph and Mary would face in their urgent departure only a 
few hours later.”

BONUS - A Synchronized Christmas Reading 


What might it have been like to be able to see what was happening in Israel, and Persia, at the very same time on 
the night of Jesus’ birth and during the days and months that followed? It may have been that. . . . 

As angels filled the nighttime sky near Bethlehem, announcing the arrival of the long-awaited Jewish Messiah, a 
new star captured the imaginations of a small group of wise men in a country hundreds of miles to the east. 

As amazed shepherds near Bethlehem rushed to find the baby in a manger, magi studying the nighttime sky in 
Persia rushed to reveal to their colleagues the discovery of what looked like a brand new star! 

Within hours, sunrise erased the fire-lit scene at the Saviors birthplace. The countryside near Bethlehem echoed 
with the joyous news from eyewitness shepherds about angels and a newborn king.. . . Meanwhile, in Persia, 
wise magi clustered in discreet excitement of their own, anxious to understand the meaning behind the star that 
suddenly appeared from nowhere. 

It seems likely that townsfolk in Bethlehem came to Mary to see for themselves the newborn baby whose angelic 
announcement had transformed dirty, smelly, often profanity-spewing shepherds into God-praising worshipers. 
In a span of hours, the quiet couple who only yesterday were seen as deceitfully covering their immorality were 
now VIPs whose honor had been confirmed by messengers from God Himself. 

A guestroom was probably soon made available at the home of a relative or a neighbor. And the manger made 
famous by modern Christmas carols may have been needed only for a night, then soon became simply a feeding 
trough once again. 

But even with all the excitement and happiness surrounding Mary’s impossible reality, the essential duties of 
everyday life soon stole the astonished townsfolk away from their visits with the virgin mother and her carpenter 
husband. They marveled at the full account, beginning with the angel Gabriel’s announcement to Mary, Joseph’s 
dream, Mary’s visit to her relative Elizabeth, and of course the amazing events of the night Jesus was born! 

It is likely that the actual time of year of Christ’s birth was late spring, not December. 1 The villagers were busy in 
the surrounding fields, and in cooking, sewing, shearing sheep, grinding grain, nurturing children, and more. 

Joseph found work to sustain his small family. They stayed in Bethlehem beyond the eighth day when Jesus 
was circumcised. By the day following the 40-day cleansing sacrifice required after the birth of a male child, the 
couple returned to small Bethlehem. 

One night, perhaps about a year later, it was at a house in Bethlehem that the magi found and worshiped the 
young child they knew to be the King of the Jews. Their star had guided them the final hour or so from Jerus¬ 
alem and stopped above the house of Jesus. 

We can only imagine the events that transpired in Persia beginning the night of the sudden occurrence of the 
star in the western sky. From their place hundreds of miles away, likely in the region now known as Iraq and 
Iran, they studied the sky west of them toward the Mediterranean Sea. Surely the learned men went almost 
immediately to the source of so much of their information, the scrolls and writings of Daniel and others stored 
in their vast library. 

And their plan to visit the future king — whose birth was announced by a star — was born!
